OTTAWA, April 29.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie King today told, 


ll in his column 


a plenary session of the Dominion-provincial conference that if the Federal pro- 
posals to the provinces are accepted personal income tax will be lowered and “the 
government also intends to reduce the element of double taxation of corporate 
income with its tendency to discourage risk-taking enterprise.” 


ADDRESSING the conference as 
it met in open hearing for the first 
time since last August, Mr. King 
reviewed the Dominion proposals 


and offered some new changes in 
the light of developments at the 
current meetings which began 
Thursday, 

“In its proposals as they now 
stand, the Dominion government 
feels that it has gone as far as it 
possibly can in the light of its very 
heavy financial obligations,” Mr. 
King said. 

“While we have not shut the door 
to possible alternatives or adjust- 
ments, any such modifications will 
have to be on the basis of financial 
equivalents.”

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Canada ‘Does Its Part 


The UNRRA is under a barrage of crit- 
icism. Thus a Canadian former official says 
the organization is just a ‘fifth wheel on the 
coach”, and inefficient at that. Similar opin- 
ions are being expressed in other quarters, 
by men in position to speak with knowledge. 

I< ig unfortunate that these things were 
not said months ago, while there was time 
to do something before the food situation 
in Europe approached the crisis—due to be 
reached about a month from now. There 
isn't time now to reorganize the distributing 
agency before the crisis arrives. Inefficient 
or not, it is the organization which will have 
to be depended upon to see that overseas 
food gets to the hungry people in Europe 
and Asia. 

Mr. La Guardia, who took on the job of 
director general when Mr. Lehman’s health 
broke down, threatens to resign unless the 
Congress at Washington votes money to 
keep the UNRRA operating. Congress’ un- 
willingness to do so may be a reaction from 
the criticism to which the organization is 
being subjected. 

Whatever happens, Canadians will feel 


»ome satisfaction in knowing that the Do- | 


minion is in the clear, It paid its second an- 
nual contribution to the funds a few days 
ago, when due, and is thus doing its full 
part to keep the supplies moving through | 
the officially established channel of distribu- 
tion. 


Quebec’s Autonomy | 
Premier Duplessis is worrying again about | 
the ‘autonomy of Quebec.” His chronic 
anxiety appears this time in his éxpression 
of willingness to enter into an agreement 
with the federal government in matters of | 
taxation and finance “provided the auto- | 
nomy of Quebec shall be safeguarded.” 

Other provinces have, at various times, 
shown symptoms of a similar worry. But 
with Quebec it is an obsession. There is | 
hardly a single Quebec minister who has not | 
thrown the monkey wrench into inter-provin- 
cial relationships and relationships with the | 
federal authority by dragging in this fan- | 
tasy of a menaced autonomy. 

Any inter-provincial conference is bound 
to suffer from it. For no matter how amic- 
ably Quebec's relations with the rest of Can- | 
ada appear to be developing, sooner or later | 
amity is destroyed by this unhappy complex | 
which leads Quebec’s men of affairs to con- 
tinually suspect that the rest of Canada is | 
plotting against her rights and liberties, 

As a matter of fact and record nobody 
anywhere has the faintest interest in reduc- | 
ing Quebec’s cherished autonomy in the 
Smallest possible degree. 

What Quebec forgets is that whatever | 
autonomy she possesses has not been ac- 
quired by her own efforts—or by worry— | 
but as a free gift from those who had the | 
power to give it or withhold it. | 

Her autonomy came gradually; first the 
free exercise of religion in the highly gener- 
ous terms of capitulation after the conquest 
of Canada, then the right to use the French 
language in official proceedings, then the 
adoption of the French civil law, then the 
various other rights and privileges and ad- 
vantages which the French-Canadian min- | 
ority still enjoys. 

All these steps of autonomy went to the 
French-Canadians partly because it was | 
thought to be fair that they should have 
them and partly because it was more con- 
venient to allot these rights than to deny | 
them. 

Everything that really matters in the way | 
of autonomy Quebec has enjoyed for nearly | 
175 years. Nobody, except Quebec officials, 
ever gives it a thought except when jealous 
and greedy spokesmen for that province 
hurl it into the path of smooth relationships. 

If her politicians would only let her, Que- 
bec might find solace in the experience of the 
other racial minorities in Canada. These 
have had no special rights or privileges, no 
undue worries about autonomy. As a result, 
they have made themselves a part of Canada 
and have become inheritors of Canadian 
enemy whlch is about all anyone could 
wish. 

They have never been discriminated 
against—even without the legal armor with | 
which Quebec has been clothed. They have 
never been denied any of the fruits of Can- 
adian citizenship. They have been content 
to be just Canadians, 

The prime tragedy of the people of Que- 
bec is that their politicians have never per- 
mitted them to be Canadians. They shove 
the hyphen in their faces and keep them 
French-Canadians. 

The Public Should be There 

Sessions of the Dominion-provincial con- 
ference are to be open to the public. It is to 
be hoped the public will be there, in large 
numbers. Their presence will serve to remind 
the delegates that they are not engaged in 
a mere legalistic division of powers and rey- 
enue-sources between the federal and provin- 
cial branches of government, but are dealing 
with the earnings and the interests of the 
people in the visitors’ seats and those whom 
these represent, 


In particular, a good turn-out of list- | 


eners should clarify the often obscured fact 
that there are not two sets of taxpayers in 
Canada, one set paying the bills of the prov- 
{nces and the other providing the fundg for 


Dominion expenditure. Both these spending 
authorities draw their spending money from 
the same pockets. 

The owners of which pockets are much 
less concerned about which government does 
what than they are about getting the maxi- 
mum amount of service in return for the 
taxes they pay. The administrative author- 
ity which they think can give them the most 
for their money is the one they will want to 
collect the money and handle the services.

One of The Kind is Enough 


If Friday's dust storm was not the worst 
that ever struck Edmonton nobody wants | 
the “worst” to be repeated. | 

But in this part of the province it was of 
short duration and did relatively little dam- 
age. In the southern section the wind vel- 
ocity got up to around 80 miles per hour, the 
blow started Thursday evening in one area, 
and soil drifting was more serious than since 
| the “dry thirties”, In the south-eastern cor- 

ner of Alberta, where seeding was well under 
| way, some re-seeding will have to be done. 
| Hereabouts cold weather had held back sow- 
| ing and there will be little if any re-sowing 
necessary. 

By way of compensation the Edmonton 
district got a soaking rain, which will do 
do more good than the duster did damage. 
Pastures and lawns have been freshened, 
grass fires put out, the air cleared, and a 
good temporary supply of moisture pro- 
vided for fields and gardens. 

In this locality the benefits of the rain 
out-weigh the adverse effects of the pre- 
| ceding blow, though that may not have 
soothed the feelings of the house-wife as 
| She wiped up the dust from her floors, beat 
the rugs and vacuumed the curtains. From 
her point of view one more feature will have 
to be added before the modern house really 
| deserves the name. It will have to be made 
dust-proof—which is easier said than done. 


No Friends Anywhere 


Australia’s representative made the very 
| practical suggestion that the Security Coun- 
cil send a commission to Spain to obtain first- | 
| hand information as to whether or not Nazi 
escapees are planning another war under the 
protective hospitality of the Franco govern- 
ment. ; 

Russia and Poland objected. They had 
all the information they thought necessary to 
back up their demand that Spain be placed 
in diplomatic quarantine. 

Franco seems to have a good chance to 
escape Council action of any kind that he 
need worry about. The majority members 
refuse to call for a general breaking of dip- 
lomatic relations with Spain on the strength | 
of outside and non-official reports. Russia | 
and Poland are against trying to get inside 
and official information. 

The dead-lock is the best outcome Franco 
could hope for from the Council discussion. 
That he would get a certificate of character, 
or a non-committal expression of opinion, 
even from a minority group there was no 
prospect. But if the dead-lock lasts and no 
action is taken, his regime may have a new 
lease of life. 

That is all he can get. Majority and min- 
ority members are agreed that he is an inter- 
nationdl nuisanee and suspect, whether an 


actual “menace” or not. Which means that | 


he will get no favors from any of them, and | 
that the democratic element in Spain has 
the moral backing of the United Nations— 
possibly excepting Franco's fellow-suspect

This is the policy of the Corp- 
oration. Whether or not it is a 
wise policy is a matter of opinion, 
and does not concern us here. But

I concluded my swing was too 
| flat on my backswing. That would 
cause me to hit too much on the 
inside, swinging the club away 
from my body too far as it went

I decided to cut down my body 
turn a trifle and to take the club) 
| back slightly outside of the ball, 
{knowing this would produce a 
| slice, I also restricted the length 
| of my backswing. I sliced then, but 
| at least I didn’t shank any more. 
| | CAN HEAR somebody ask why 
I felt better because I was slicing 
instead of shanking, pointing out 
| that a slice is just as poor golfing 
form as shanking. That’s true, but 
once I cured myself of shanking | 
it was a simple matter to cure the 
slicing because I was doing it de- 
liberately. 

Instead of taking the clubhead 
back slightly outside of the bail, 
1 started taking it back straight 
from the ball.

| DOUBT IF ANYBODY wants 
inflation, in itself.
